greatness, but goodness is its glory. 
In olden times it was common to call good people “Saint 
So-and-So.” That, too, was a tribute to goodness, and meant 


to be an expression of confidence. 
In the seventh century a man 
lived whose life was remarkable 
for two things chiefly, viz. : Good- 
ness and Usefulness, and they 
ealled him Saint Cuthbert. He 
was born and reared in the 
North of England. He was of 
the Church of England, and was 
counted one of its three loved 
Saints, the other two being Saint 
Edmund of Edmundsbury and 
Saint Thomas a_ Becket, arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. In his 
youth he entered the monastery 
of the first Melrose, which was 
in the limits of Northumbria, 
where he made a profession of 
religion, Afterwards he became 
prior of the abbey, then prior of 
Lindisfarne, then bishop of Hex- 
am, and finally bishop of Lindis- 
farne. He was a great man, but 
was chiefly noted for his good- 
ness of heart and life. Finally 
ill health sent him into retire- 
ment, and he lived the remainder 
of his days as a recluse hermit 
on the island of Farne. 


The fame of this good man 
was great during his life, but it 
continued to grow after his 
death. Many churches in England 
and Scotland (*) bear his name. 
Quite as many strange things 
are said of his body after death 
as were said of his life while yet 
in the flesh. He not only enjoy- 
ed during his life-time the fame 
of great sanctity and a wonder- 
ful religious zeal, but after he 
was dead, it was said that his 
body had the power of working 
miracles. Eleven years after his 
death his body was found to be 
not decayed. When the Norse 
corsairs threatened the capture 
of Lindisfarne in 875, his near 
friends of Lindisfarne remem- 
bered their pledge, made at his 
burial, never to desert his re- 
mains, and they caught them up 
and fled before their enemies, 


taking the remains to a place of safety, and from that time 
they kept his remains with them in all of their wanderings till 
the year 992, when they found in Durham a suitable resting 
place for’ them. During the Reformation the shrine which had 
contained his dust was taken to increase the king’s treasure, 
and the body of Saint Cuthbert was buried in its present rest- 
ing place under the pavement of the Durham Cathedral. 
As late as 1827 the coffin was lifted and the remains of 
Saint Cuthbert was found to be wrapped in five robes of em- 
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lished churches of Scotland. 


the people and unselfishly gave himself to their best interests. 
The love he thus graciously bestowed upon them, they lavishly 


returned to him and to his mem- 
ory after his death, The devo- 
tion of the people seemed little 
short of superstitious, but that 
cannot be the explanation of 
their love, for there were hun- 
dreds of other ministers among 
them, who were never able to 
touch the love of the people as 
Saint Cuthbert did. No doubt 
the secret of his power over the 
people was his goodness and his 
love for them. The reason the 
people did not love other minis- 
ters as they did this Saint was 
because other ministers did not 
love them and give themselves to 
their welfare as Saint Cuthbert 
did. 1t was the love he gave to 
them that they so faithfully re- 
turned to him generation after 
generation. 

We have rarely seen a great 
exhibition of the fruits of love 
among men in a more marked de- 
gree than is_ illustrated in the 
life of this good man and the 
people he served. And this is 
the lesson Saint Cuthbert’s life 
brings to us to-day, viz.: The 
power of real Christian love to 
bless. From his heart it went 
out in blessings upon the people, 
and from the heart of the people 
it returned in blessings upon the 
life of the good man and his 
memory. 

The highest and most neces- 
sary qualifications of human life 
for usefulness within the limits 
of one’s capaeity and opporturi- 
ties are real Christ-given good- 
ness of heart and self-sacrificing 
service for the good of others. 

Not only do these qualities 
give one the strongest hold on 
the hearts of the people, but they 
also bring one nearer to God, 
into closer touch with Christ, and 
more surely under the power of 
the Holy Spirit than any other 
known among men—for it is the 
very essence of the divine life. 


In other words the life lived in close touch with God while we 
are yet in the flesh is the most fruitful life possible to man, 
besides it is the happiest for time and for eternity.

ANOTHER DEPARTURE IN THE DEV- 
IL’S INTEREST 


LL departures from God’s way are 
A fraught with danger to man’s high- 
est and best interests. When 
God made the week to consist of seven 
days, and then required man to give one- 
seventh of his time to rest and worship. 
He made a law which has always prov- 
ed to be for man’s good—for his good in 
every way. The opposite is equally true. 
Whenever man has departed from that law 
he has found himself worsted and morally 
injured. We believe the French undertook 
that once. If we mistake not, they made a 
law changing the Sabbath from coming one 
day in seven and made it come one day in 
ten. That did not seem to be so much of a 
departure, and no doubt many were willing 
to try it under the thought that it might be 
better than the old way. It takes man a 
long time to learn that God’s ways are al- 
ways better than man’s. It was so in that 
ease. It took France a long time to learn 
that man’s way as against God’s law is al- 
ways a serious failure and in reality an in- 
excusable blunder. 

In America we have already come dan- 
gerously near to disregarding the Sabbath 
as given to us of the Lord, and the conse- 
quences have been wrought with much seri- 
ous mischief as against the welfare of man, 
but we are not yet satisfied—we must go a 
step farther, and, as is often the case, New 
York seems to be leading the way for what 
some are pleased to call reform, but we 
doubt that there is any reform in it, ex- 
cept as it breaks God’s laws and reforms 
them in the interest of the devil’s kingdom. 

The Continent tells about it, and with 
seeming approval. That paper says: “The 
present Legislature of New York will be 
strongly pressed to enact a new rest day law 
which will specifically provide that no em- 
ployer shall require labor of any employee 
on Sunday unless the said employee has had 
one full rest day within the six days pre- 
ceding.” 

There .are, as we see it, some serious ob- 
jections to that law, not that the one day’s 
rest in seven is not to be desired; it is, but 
the danger is largely in any effort to change 
the law which God has made for man’s wel- 
fare,—that has always been a failure, as it 
will most likely be in this case. The objec- 
tions are several, and ought to be weighed 
carefully, not in the interest of any money- 
maker, but in the interest of the laboring 
man. 

It will destroy uniformity as to the day of 
rest. One part of the community will rest 
one day and the other part will rest another 
day. That necessarily takes the emphasis 
off the Sabbath as a day of rest and wor- 
. ship, and it will necessarily put more em- 
phasis on amusement for the rest day of the 
workingman. Both of these reasons tend 
to destroy the sanctity of the Sabbath, Then 
another serious objection to the proposed new 
law is the fact that it will remove largely the 
objection to Sunday labor, and men will feel 


decision of the court. 


less restraint from working on the Sabbath. 
It will seem to them that the keeping of an- 
other day as a day of rest will answer every 
purpose, and so they will gradually grow to 
feel no restraint from Sunday work. An- 
other direct result and most serious one, as 
we see it, is that it will demoralize the in- 
fluence of the Sabbath, and whatever does 
that, ministers to the upbuilding of the dev- 
il’s kingdom. The man who keeps Wednes- 
day for Sunday will spend that day in recre- 
ation and amusement, and then he will work 
all day on the Sabbath, and as a result it 
will not be long till the man will have no 
fear of God before him at all. His family 
will not go to church on Sunday because fa- 
ther has to work, and they will prefer to 
wait till Wednesday and then spend the day 
with him, and the net result will be the 
whole family will desert the house of the 
Lord and spend their rest day in seeking 
amusement. Amusement will finally para- 
lyze the moral and spiritual life of the fam- 
ily. Of course there may be some rare ex- 
ceptions among the very godly, who have 
been long in God’s service, but the excep- 
tion will prove the working of the rule, and 
it will mean no good to the working men 
in the long run, and sooner or later our coun- 
try, as a nation, will, like France, have to 
pay the penalty of forgetting God. So much 
Sunday work going on and under the sanc- 
tion of law will tend to weaken man’s rev- 
erence for the Sabbath, and that always 
means a backward tendency—a down-grade 
movement. 

We are fully persuaded that that law 
ought not to pass, and if it does pass, it can 
work only evil to our country, to say noth- 
ing of the highest and best interests of men 
from both the moral and physical side of 
the question. If any HERALp reader living 
in New York can do anything against this 
law, we believe such an one will be doing 
God’s will to keep it from passing. 

On the surface it has the appearance of 
some good in it, but go to the bottom of its 
meaning in all of its phases, and we believe 
in the long run it will work harm and only 
harm. Do not be misled by the surface view 
of the matter? ,

A QUESTION FOR JUDGE BLAIR 


The work of Judge Blair, in Adams 
County, Ohio, -has of late attracted nation- 
wide attention. He has performed a feat 
which is perhaps without a parallel in the 
history of modern civilization. He passed 
a punitive sentence on 1,500 citizens of 
Adams County for self-confessed guilt in 
selling their votes for the purpose of electing 
certain men to public office, and this was 
done in one protracted term of court. There 
is no question about the guilt, for nearly, 
if not all, confessed: guilt and took punish- 
ment without even appealing from the 
No doubt Judge Blair 
did his duty as far as he went, but did he 
go far enough? As we see it, Judge Blair 
has reached only one side of the wrong, and 
for what he has done we commend him, but 


now we plead with him to go ahead and do 
the finishing part of the great task which 
has fallen to his hands. He has punished 
the men who sold their votes, now let him 
go ahead and punish the men who bought 
the votes, for after all that is the more 
guilty side of the question. The men who 
sold their votes did it under temptation and 
for a small sum comparatively, but the men 
who bought the votes did it deliberately and 
for the purpose of not only defrauding 
others, but with the high-handed purpose of 
enriching their own pockets in gaining the of- 
fice. Of the two wrongs, the latter is by far 
the more serious, and we believe Judge 
Blair cannot afford to stop where he is. As 
a high and trusted official he is in duty bound 
to go on with this work of cleaning up 
Adams County corruption till he has reached 
every man who in any way had anything 
to do with purchasing votes. 

It may be said that he has not the evidence 
at his command. Neither did he have in the 
other case, till he sought it. With 1,500 
self-confessed criminals at his command, it 
seems it ought not to beea hard case to get 
evidence against their partners in sin. No 
doubt about it, Judge Blair may have gotten 
more than half of the criminals, but he 
has not reached the worst side of the crime 
as yet. The tempter ought to pay the 
penalty of wrong-doing as surely and truly 
as did the tempted ones, and this must be 
done, or by far the most heinous side of 
the sin will go unpunished, and the eating 
canker of political corruption will be left 
as much alive in Adams County on the one 
side, as before. Judge Blair, you caught and 
punished the man who sold his vote, now 
do the same for the man who bought the 
votes, and your task will be nobly discharged.

ENDOWMENT BUILDING UNDERTAKEN 


TO PROVIDE REFORM LITERATURE 

On December 16, 1910, at the office of The 
International Reform Bureau, the first steps 
were taken toward the development of a large 
reform building in Washington to cost half 
a million dollars, to be erected on Second 
Street and Pennsylvania Avenue, S. E., ad- 
joining the Library of Congress, in the interest 
of various reform organizations by the Inter- 
national Moral and Social Commission. 

The plan is to erect a building which shal! 





be at once a rendezvous for such reform 
organizations as may wish to use it and an 
endowment building to raise funds for the 
free distribution of reform literature all 
over this country and in other lands. 
A portion of this building will be devoted 
to the offices of reform societies, but most 
of it to a Library Hotel, for Government 
clerks and others, the revenue of which will 
be devoted entirely to the preparation and 
circulation of literature. Each organization 
participating will share in the income in 
proportion to the amount contributed by it 
and for it. Organizations that do not care 
to claim their share in the office rental will 
the literature fund.

Foundry Methodist Church, was elected Pres- 
ident, and Rev. D. C. MacLeod, D. D., 
Secretary of the Bureau.

was also elected a Trustee. 
The principal business of the meeting. 
which also concerned the Moral and Social 


Commission, was the acceptance of the pro- 
posal of Dr. and Mrs. Crafts to contribute 
$50,000.00 to the new endowment building, 
in view of which the Bureau voted to turn 
over its entire property to the new building 
fund, reserving its use until the building 
was sufficiently completed for a transfer of 
its offices, in addition to which it will then 
have such proportion of the literature fund 
of the building as it will be entitled to be- 
cause of the contributions of Dr. Crafts and 
behalf. Every giver is privi- 
leged to designate to what organization he 
desires his contribution credited, and all un- 
designated contributions will be impartially 
distributed by the union commission repre- 
senting the many reform organizations in 
accordance with needs and efficiency.

On a certain occasion he chose a very large. 
rough, white stone; had I been choosing I 
would have chosen a much different stone 
than the one he selected; but we watched 
him day after day.

The vision of 
that beautiful angel furnished him the in- 
centive and gave him the inspiration all 
the time. It lifted him over all the hard 
places, soothed his aching brow to peaceful 
slumbers after the hours of incessant labor, 
and no other cause would have induced him 
to toil and put forth such heroic effort. 

What have we discovered? Have we dis- 
covered that magnetic touch of Christ that 
will induce us to cry out against wrong, 
under certain. danger? Have we made so 
great a discovery that it will be so far- 
reaching and of such deep meaning that it 
will change the tone and color of our relation- 
ship in the home, change the discipline and 
training. and will cause us to live as we 
preach, so that our daily life will tell for 


Jesus?

How inspiring the message, how beautiful 
the thought, that Paul sent back to the dis- 
couraged, disheartened Hebrews, telling them 
that at the end of the race they should 
each receive a just reward. 

The Gospel in Paul’s time is just the 
same to-day, and, brother, hear my entreaty:

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Jews And Their Future

The Jews, as they are to-day, and as they 
have been for almost two millenniums, con- 
firm the words of St. Peter regarding the 
“Sure ‘word of prophecy.” By the prophet 
Amos, Jehovah said, “I will sift Israel among 
all the nations, like as corn is sifted in a 
sieve, yet shall not the least grain fall to 
the earth.” Amos 9:9. They are found 
among all nations, and are everywhere a 


distinct people. We heard a preacher say 
of the Jews, “They are God’s people.” Their 
ancestors were, but nearly two thousand 
years ago they were cut off. The finality 
of their doom was declared when God 


“Sware in his wrath that they should not 
enter into his rest.” There are some who 
insist that they are to be restored, and will 
once more, as a people, be the favored of 
God. A Brooklyn preacher, not very long 
ago, in addressing an audience of Jews, told 
them that, according to prophecy, their 
restoration is to take place in the year 1914. 
But what saith the Scriptures? The Master 
said, “Jerusalem shall be trodden down of 
the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles 
are fulfilled.” Luke 21: 24. By reference 
to Dan. 2: 36-45, we learn that the times of 
the Gentiles extend to the coming of Christ, 
when He shall destroy the subdivisions of 
the Roman empire, the ten Gentile kingdoms, 
and immediately establish His own eternal 
Kingdom. 

There is no salvation for the Jew, only 
as he comes to the feet of Jesus by personal 
faith. In the eleventh chapter of Isaiah we 
learn that the Root of Jesse, who stood for 
an ensign to the people, unto whom the na- 
tions were to seek, was the same which was 
set up for the gathering together of the 
outeasts of Israel, and the dispersed of 
Judah. It was unbelief that ruined the Jews, 
and only by individual faith in the Messiah 
can they be restored. But the same door 
is open to them, which is open to all people, 
In His declaration of their doom, recorded 
in Matt. 23: 32-39, Jesus said to them, “Ye 
shall not see me henceforth, until ye shall 
say blessed be he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord.” St. Paul said that because of 
unbelief they were cut off, and God is 
able to graft them in again, if they abide 
not in unbelief. A common mistake of those 
who contend for the restoration of the Jews, 
is that they fail to understand the typical 
character of the Israel of old. St. Paul 
teaches that very clearly. In Rom. 9: 6-8, 
he says, “They are not all Israel that are 
of. Israel. Neither because they are Abra- 
ham’s seed are they all children: but, ‘In 
Isaac shall thy seed be called.” That is, it 
is not the children of the flesh that are 
children of God, but the children of promise 
are reckoned for a seed. 

“And if ye are Christ’s then are ye 
Abraham’s seed, and heirs according to the 
promise.” Gal. 3:29. When Jesus said to 
the disciples, “Ye that have followed me, 
in the regeneration when the son of man 
shall sit upon the throne of his glory, ye 
also shall sit upon twelve thrones, judging 
the twelve tribes of. Israel,” He certainly 


did not mean the original tribes, but the 
true Israel, of which they were typical. And 
when St. Paul said, “And so all Israel shall 
be saved,” he referred to the Israel of prom- 
ise, he never contradicted himself. 
When the Jews said to Jesus; “We 
Abraham’s seed,” He answered them: 
“If ye were Abraham’s children ye would 
do the work of Abraham, but now ye seek 
to kill me, a man that hath told you the 
truth; this did not Abraham. Ye are of 
your father the devil, and the lusts of your 
father ye will do.” And the same is true 
of all Jews, in all ages, in whom there 
abides an evil heart of unbelief in departing 
from the living God.

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Progress of 


Church Federation”

The- Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America stands for Christian unity. 
Its Constitution, officially ratified by National 
Conferences, Assemblies and Synods, repre- 
senting churches with a membership of over 
fifteen millions, voices the conviction that 
the time has come to manifest more fully 
than ever before “the essential oneness of 
the Christian churches of America, in Jesus 
Christ as their divine Lord and Savior and 
to promote the spirit of fellowship, service 
and co-operation.” 

‘Neither permitting nor desiring authority 
over the constituent bodies adhering to it, 
this great Council is already proving its 
efficiency as a unifying force illustrating the 
federal conception of church unity as con- 
trasted with ecclesiastical uniformity. 

History that has been in the making since 
the dawn of the 20th Century bears testi- 


mony that the time was ripe for this 
correlation of Christian forces. It is only 
nine years ago (February 5, 1902) that 


action was taken in Washington, D. C., that 
brought together in New York, in 1905, 400 
oflicially-appointed delegates representing 
thtirty-two denominations. The Plan of 
Federation adopted at this meeting during 
the years 1906-1908 was presented to and 
approved by the national judicatories and 
conventions of thirty-one denominational 
bodies representing by far the larger part 
of the Protestant Church membership of the 
United States. Two years have passed since 
the meeting in Philadelphia in December, 
1908, where the Council completed its organ- 
ization and the work which it approved and 
mapped out was placed in the care of an 
Executive Committee until as a delegated 
body it comes together again in December, 
1912. 

I confine my report to things done and 
doing. In the record of the year 1910 the 
achievement of a plan of Co-operative Ad- 
vance in Home Missions deserves a high 
place. Suffice it to say that upon the basis 
of an investigation of religious conditions in 
Colorado, a report was formulated in a 
most careful way by a Joint Committee 
composed of the Committee on Home Mis- 
sions of the Federal Council and a special 
Committee appointed by the Home Missions 
Council. This report with its recommenda- 
tions was sent to the Home Mission Boards 
of all the churches connected with the Coun- 
cil. 

These recommendations have already been 
adopted by Boards aiding over 5,000 of the 
6,066 listed missionaries west of the Missis- 
sippi River. If the Federal Council of the 
Churches had achieved nothing more than 
the linking of forces represented in this plan 
of co-operation and comity in home mission 
work, all of the time and money thus far 
expended in furthering its objects would 
be more than justified. 

As regards the work of the Commission

on the Church and Social Service, it would 
be difficult to measure the influence national 
and international that has followed “The 
Churches’ Appeal in Behalf of Labor” and 
the report concerning the industrial situa- 
tion at South Bethlehem, Pa. Plans of 
organization and equipment for a_ larger 
service have been under discussion and we 
may hope that the Commission will soon be 
placed in a position where it can fulfill a 
mission that already has attracted general 
attention. We are under great obligation 
to the religious and secular press for wide 
publicity that has been given to this work 
through editorial comment and the publica- 
tion of special bulletins sent from the 
national office. 

It is interesting to note the progress of 
State Federation work. 

The Interdenominational Commission of 
Maine, now in its twenty-first year, has in 
1910 been more fruitful of large results than 
ever before. 

The New Hampshire Interdenominational 
Commission is in the stage of practical co- 
operation. 

The Vermont Interdenominational Com- 
mission is broadening the scope of its work 
and has already become the Inter-church 
Federation of Vermont. 

The Federation of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island have had a fruitful year. 
Some of the competing churches of the 
smaller communities are practicing methods 
of federation for work and worship under 
one pastor. Such federations are already 
formed in Vermont, Wisconsin and Maine. 

The New York State Federation has in 
its history been a notable force for civic 
righteousness. Plans looking to renewed 
vigor are under way. 

The foundations are being laid in New 
Jersey for a State-wide Interchurch Federa- 
tion. 

West Virginia has recently formed an 
Inter-church Federation, and Delaware, to- 
gether with the eastern portion of Maryland, 
has an Interdenominational Council repre- 
senting leading churches, which is under- 
taking the constructive re-direction of forces 
in many needy localities. 

The work in Pennsylvania is developing 
by cities, counties and selected districts and 
a state organization will soon follow. 

Ohio, Michigan and Minnesota are ready 
to take up their work with renewed interest 
under the direction and with the help of the 
Secretary of the Central District. 


Wisconsin has recently held the most 
remarkable State Federation meeting in the 
history of the movement. 

A strong Interdenominational Council has 
been formed in Indiana, and North and South 
Dakota have Federations that have good 
work to their credit. 

The recently-organized Inter-church Fed- 
eration of Arizona is inaugurating a state- 
wide investigation. 

Colorado, Wyoming, Montana and Idaho in 
the last six months have completed organiza- 
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tions similar to -the Interdenominationa} 
Commissions of northern New England. 
These are their Councils on Home Missions, 
composed of the leaders in the home mis- 
sionary work of those states and having 
for their special function the carrying out 
of the program of comity and co-operation 
adopted by the Home Mission Boards. 

The second annual meeting of the 
Nebraska Federation of Churches, to be held 
February 6-8, at Lincoln, will open with an 
all-day Conference of Field Superintendents 
and representatives of church work through- 
out the state. 

Interest in many sections of the South is 
increasing and Kentucky has already taken 
steps looking to the formation of a State 
Federation. 

As regards local federations, a mere men- 
tion of the names of the places which have 
such instances of co-operation would require 
several minutes for their reading. 


With reverent gratitude we recognize that 
“gracious operation of the Spirit of God 
that has knit together’ Christian bodies, 
representing by far the larger part of the 
church membership of these United States, 
in such bonds of fellowship that they have 
declared to the world “their essential unity 
in Jesus Christ as their divine Lord and 
Savior” and pledged their support “in the 
prosecution of work that can be better done 
in union than separation.” 


Plans for promoting this spirit of fellow- 
ship, service and co-operation are now an 
active co-ordinating force in the life of the 
churches. 


The year 1910 has in many ways been the 
most fruitful in the history of the Federal 
Council. It is a record of achievement. A 
working program, providing practical meth- 
ods of co-operation and substituting comity 
for rivalry, has received such wide official 
sanction that the danger of unhappy 
divisions and waste of spiritual energy has 
been decreased and such an object lesson of 
Christian unity given to the world that all 
the churches of our country, holding to 
historical and evangelical Christianity, it is 
to be hoped, will desire to join in this 
correlation of church and missionary forces. 


Rejoicing with you that this report of 
progress can be made, we look forward with 
anticipation to even larger achievements that 
will witness a unity and purpose that will 
give increasing testimony that the great 
fellowship represented in this Federal Coun- 
cil, “being many, are one body in Christ, 
and every one members one of another.”

ADDRESS TO PRESIDENT TAFT 


On Behalf of the Federal Council of Churches 
by Bishop E. R. Hendrix, President. 


Mr. President: 


Our fathers, in the very first amendment 
to the Constitution, forbade Congress to make 
any law respecting the establishment of 
religion, wisely deeming it the duty of the 
Church to establish the state and not the 
duty of the state to establish the Church. 
Thus from the beginning, in the free exer- 
cise of their religious views, the various 
churches have expressed their devotion to 
the best interests of our common country, 
notably to Washington and Lincoln, when our 
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national government began and when it was 
in greatest peril. The memorable responses 
to those greetings showed how grateful they 
were to the highest executives in our land 
in the two preceding centuries. Represent- 
ing more than 100,000 ministers of the Gospel 
and some 17,000,000 communicants, or nine- 
tenths of the Protestants of our country, 
federated in a permanent organization known 
as “The Federated Council of the Churches 
of Christ in America,’ we bring Christian 
greetings to the chief Ruler of the greatest 
nation in history standing for self-govern- 
ment. Greatest alike in numbers and in 
territory, with more than 101,000,000 souls 
in Continental United States and in our 
and dependencies, our experi- 
ment of self-government is closely watched 
in every quarter of the globe. A gracious 
Providence and not any national land hunger 
has made us a world-power as we face our 
unparalleled opportunities and duties in this, 
the greatest of the centuries. As former 
greetings were made by individual churches 
and were welcomed by our rulers when the 
fate of the nation was yet undecided. much 
more, we believe, will be welcomed this Chris- 
tian greeting to our Chief Magistrate by the 
Federated Churches as the sign of the com- 
pact and growing strength of our National 
Union. The late Mr. Justice Brewer declared 
that such a federation of churches was also 
an unmistakable proof that ours is a Chris- 
tian natidn despite the fact that we have no 
established church. 


possessions 


We are happy to state that the growing 
spirit of catholicity and the belief that the 
work of the churches could better be done 
in co-operation than in separation ripened 
into this notable and permanent federation, 
not Of individual Christians, but of churches, 
and that by the authority and the unanimous 
action of the highest ecclesiastical assemblies 
of the land. It is a happy coincidence that 
the final organization of the Federated Coun- 
cil of Churches should have been effected in 
the good city of Philadelphia where, by the 
adoption of the Constitution a hundred and 
nineteen years before, the thirteen colonial 
states became a Federal Union. 


Believing with Webster that what makes 
good Christians makes good citizens, we are 
glad to state that in addition to the dis- 
tinctively religious work which is sought to 
be done by all the churches as never before, 
such as home and foreign missions and the 
vital work of evangelism, the Federal Council 
of Churches is doing in unison humanitarian 
and philanthropic work calculated at once 
to bless and strengthen the nation. Thus 
through our large standing committees of 
some two hundred leading ministers and 
laymen, careful study is being given to the 
advancement of such great interests as Sun- 
day Observance, Temperance, the Sanctity of 
the Home, the Church and Social Service, 
and Literature and Education. Happy re- 
sults have attended these efforts in checking 
‘race-track gambling, in annulling loose di- 
vorce laws, in stopping twelve-hours-a-day 
labor, and that for seven days in the week 
in certain industries, in bringing about 


kindlier relations between the Church: and 
laboring men, in safe-guarding the physical 
and moral well-being of women and children 
who are bread-winners and 


in promoting 
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wholesome literature and the better intellec- 
tual development of our youth. 


In all this we are unitedly seeking the 
highest welfare of our great nation whose 
Chief Magistrate has our daily prayers and 
our loyal aid. We rejoice to recognize as 
President one who is exceptionally acquaint- 
ed with our great and varied national 
interests, and who fully commands our confi- 
dence so that we are content to see through 
his eyes a completed Panama Canal and the 
conservation of the best possible good of the 
Philippines, whose little brown men _ he 
delights to call brothers. 

Golden were the years of the Hebrew Com- 
monwealth, after which our own government 
is so largely modeled, when the people had 
a great judge as their ruler and prophet, 
and Samuel became to them what John 
Marshall was to our nation, not alone 
through one generation but through all later 
history, “the Chief Justice.” May it be re- 
corded of another great judge that, after he 
had ‘served in the highest ‘executive office 
with such notable wisdom and impartiality 
as the ruler of the whole nation, he, like 
Samuel, “judged Israel all the rest of his 
life.’

Bishop Hendrix, and Gentlemen: 


You have honored me by coming here. I 
have listened to the address of Bishop 
Hendrix great deal of interest— 
listened to it because it confirms what has 
been deeply seated in my mind before from 
an experience with churches, that the spirit 
of Christian brotherhood and of tolerance 
has greatly increased in the last three dec- 
ades, and that there is a_ disposition 
in all Christian denominations toward team- 
work in the fight for better humanity, a 
fight that requires every effort that can be 
made, and an effort made as effective as 
possible by organization.

You have been good enough to refer to the 
Philippines. I have had considerable ex- 
perience with that archipelago. I had at 
one time a great deal of responsibility, be- 
cause when you are far away from home 
and you are the head of a government, 
there is a good deal you have to decide 
without aid from home; and never before 
did I realize how large a part of the life of 
a people, how large a part of their improved 
conditions, must depend on the influence of 
the church and the churches that surround 
them. It is true that we have no established 
religion here, and it is also true that that 
fact declared in the Constitution has led 
a good many people who do not understand 
our government and-our people and our 
Constitution to think that the absence of a 
provision of that sort in the Constitution is 
dictated by some sort of hostility of the 
civil government toward the Church and to- 
ward religion. Nothing -could be farther 
from the fact. As a matter of truth, you 
know that the attitude of the government 
toward every church is that of as much 
friendliness and support as it can possibly 
give without actually adopting its creed and 
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its tenets, or furnishing money to it for 
support. The result of that favorable atti- 
tude of the government toward the Church 
in protecting every church in its rights and 
in the exercise of its legitimate influence, 
and at the same time not permitting any 
interference with it or not forcing any of 
its views upon the Church, has been to give 
to the churches in this country an inde 
pendence, a strength, and a power and force 
that I believe is exceeded in no country in 
which there is an established church. 


I welcome you here. I hope sincerely that 
your efforts and co-operation will result in 
your having additional influence as a com- 
bined force. There is to-day, I think, @ 
stronger feeling toward the uplifting of hu- 
manity, toward sacrifice in effort and in 
money for the depréssed and the unfortunate, 
than there ever has been in our country, 
and that feeling is certainly promoted and 
increased by church movements. Churches 
differ, as people differ, as parties differ. The 
truth is if we all agreed on everything, in 
tastes, in belief, there would be a common- 
ness of ambition, a pursuit of the same thing, 
and a monotony in result that would ulti- 
mately kill us all of weariness. What makes 
man is that he is an independent being, with 
independent responsibility and with the 
power of independent thought, and therefore 
it must create differences of opinion; but 
it is very satisfactory to know that all the 
Christian peoples are coming closer together inp 
thinking that certain unessential tenets are not 
of the highest importance, and that that whicb 
is most important is a union of all our 
forces for the spiritual uplifting of all the 
people. 

I thank you sincerely for coming here, and 
I wish again to testify to my earnest in- 
terest in the success of your meeting.

There were five in our party. We left 
Key West on Friday night, December 23. 
going by the steamer Mascotte. I missed 
the seasickness, but some of the party had 
to pay their respects to Neptune. We ar- 
rived in Havana harbor the next morning 
about five o'clock, but we could not land 
till seven-thirty. Of course we had to go 
through the Custom House, because you see 
they did not know us!’ All this did not 
seem like Christmas. Soon we got the matter 
of our location settled, then got breakfast 
and later went for a walk on the “Proda,” 
the great parade of the city. Almost every- 
thing in the ordinary was out of the way, 
or else turned around and so made to seem 
something else. Our breakfast was called 
“coffee.” and lunch is breakfast, ete. 

Our guide took us to the President’s 
Palace and through the government build- 
ings. all of which we found interesting as 
well as elegant, though in spots not 
very clean. The public rooms were very 
elegant, and showed to fine advantage under 
the cut-glass chandeliers, marble floors, etc. 
The senators and representatives sit in solid 
mahogany chairs, hand-carved, with writing 
dlesks to match. The ceilings are in native 
cedar, hand-carved, and of course very beau- 
tiful. 

We also went through the famous cathe- 


- 


dral in which it is said the bones of Columbus 
were buried for some years. The robes, 
furnishings and so forth were magnificent. 
There are many old paintings and shrines 
—all full of interest and beauty. From 
the cathedral we went to the little chapel, 
built. it is said, over the spot where 
Columbus first knelt and took the mass in 
America. Of course, anything pertaining 
to Columbus and what he did has an interest 
for Americans, and our party was ho 
exception. 

Then we went to visit the cemetery. and 
here we found much to interest us. The 
monuments were magnificent, but Catholic 
emblems abound in great profusion. The 
Firenen’s Monument is of Cascara marble, 
and cost $79,000. In Cuba, and I believe 
it is so in most Latin countries, the ceme- 
teries have temporary graves. One of these 
costs ten dollars for one person for five years. 
A grave for three persons for the same 
number of years costs three dollars for each. 
At the expiration of the five years for which 
you pay, if you do not pay again, the bones 
of your loved ones are taken up and thrown 
into the “bone-pit,” and that is the end of 
the sacred treasure. This is so repulsive 
to the finer feelings of the average American 
that it seems quite revolting. The- very 
thought of seeing the bones of your loved 
ones dug up and thrown on the bone-pile. 
seems worse than heathenism itself. But 
the church of Rome wants more money for 
its purposes, and money it must have.

The driver wears a 
court dress of purple or scarlet, with a three- 
cornered hat, a cClaw-hammer coat, knee 
breeches, and silver shoe buckles. The

funerals from the house to the cemetery. 

We went out to the Vedato, which is the 
Weulthy section of the city. Here the great- 
est part of the American population resides. 
Some call it “Americanized Havana.” It is 
a very beautiful section, and.it looks like 
almost any American could live there—if 
he had the means to afford it. 

We went also to see the old watch-tower, 
which was built 260 years ago, but that 
will not seem old to the HERALD editor, as 
he inspected buildings in Scotland last year 
which are one thousand years old. The 
houses are furnished in style, yet set back 
from the street, with no grass in the front 
yard, but instead tropical plants, . luxuriant 
and abundant, surrounded by beautiful flower 
gardens. We saw grass nowhere save in 
the parks. The palm trees are lovely, as are 
also the ceiba trees. That is the sacred tree 
of Cuba. They say it was under it that 
Columbus said his first mass when he landed 
here. 

The buildings for the middle classes are 
peculiarly constructed—two or three stories 
high, with only the front entrance, no open- 
ing on the rear at all. On the first floor 
is the reception hall. They have no porches. 
but narrow balconies, They are built almost 
in the street, so that people passing along 
can look immediately into the house. Almost 
every house has Italian marble steps, and 
some have floors of the same material, while 
others use tiling. This seems quite extrava- 
gant, but the reader will change his thought 
when told that marble is cheaper here than 
lumber. Some are built of brick, then 
covered with stucco, and then tinted in some 
delicate shade. They ornament much with 
frescoing. The ceilings are beautiful. In 
fact, the whole house is a scene of beauty. 
The main objection is the sameness—no in- 
dividtiality. Every window has heavy iron 
bars or grill work over it. As a whole 
Havana is beautiful, but I think one would 
necessarily tire of it after a while. The 
tenement houses consist of one-story build- 
ings with an open court in the center and 
small rooms built around this court. One 
family to a room is the usual plan. The 
streets are so narrow two can hardly walk 
side by side. The street-cars run so close 
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to the sidewalk that one has to stand 
single file, with back to the wall to keep 
from being struck by the passing cars. In 
many streets they allow the vehicles to go 
only in one direction. Some of the stores 
are lovely, but. all very small—rather like 
shops. They have no department stores at 
all, 

As we came back from the Vedato, it 
being Christmas Day, almost everybody was 





out, and I think I never saw such elegance 
—painted faces and flashing finery were in 
evidence everywhere. They were out walk- 
ing and driving. It was worth watching— 
I never expected to see anything like it. 

Saturday night (Christmas Eve) we at- 
tended midnight mass. I need not describe 
it. We went through Morro Castle and Fort 
Cabanas, both places of real interest, but my 
letter must close, or I shall tire you out. 

There is no color line here at all—all 
seem to live together. I say they seem to 
do so. Maybe they do not, but it looks 
that way from the street. 

Monday, about 2:30, we made ready to 
return, but we had to go through that 
Custom House again. This time the baggage 
Was examined by an American. I had 
opened my valise for him to search. He 
asked me if I had any cigars or cigarettes. 
When I told him, No, that I was only a 
poor school matron, he immediately closed 
the valise and I went on. But I remember 
I promised to stop. Rs. La

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LEBBENS F. ALLEN PASSES AWAY 





Lebbens F. Allen, a native and life-long 
resident of the town of Hounsfield, died at 
4:45 Thursday afternoon, at the home of 
his son, Leonard L. Allen, 141 Park Avenue, 
aged 80 years and 6 days. 

Mr. Allen had been in failing health for a 
number of years and for the past few weeks 
his condition had been such that his death 
was expected. 

Upon the farm in Hounsfield, where he 
lived practically all his life, Mr. Allen was 
born January 14, 1831, the son of Leonard 
and Eunice (Knowlton) Allen. Four daugh- 
ters were also born to them, one of whom, 
Mrs. Eleanor McBride, the eldest, now re- 
sides in Bancroft, Mich. She ninety 
years old in June last. The parents of Mr. 
and Mrs, Allen were the children of pioneer 
settlers of this section, Mrs. Allen being the 
first white child born in the town 
of Brownville.

——Rear Admiral Charles Stillman Sper- 
ry, United States navy, retired, died at 
Garfield hospital, Washington, of pneumonia. 
He entered the navy in 1862, was graduated 
from the naval academy in 1866. He was 
a recognized autherity on tactics, and one 


of the most brilliant strategists in the 
service. His best known service was his 
trip around the world, as commander-in-

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chief of the Atlantic fleet. He assumed 
charge of the fleet at San Franciso, in May, 
1908, and relinquished his command after 
the vessels had completely encircled the 
globe and arrived safely in Hampton Roads 
in the spring of 1909. 

——On the 1st inst. there were 32 killed and 
300 hurt in a dynamite explosion at Jersey 
City, which did damage amounting to $750,- 
000, chiefly to the Jersey Central Terminal. 


——Many natives were drowned in the 
tidal wave that accompanied the volcanic 
outbreak of Mount Taal, near Manila, on 
the 30th ult., and towns within a radius 
of twenty miles were more or less damaged. 
Mount Taal rises in the center of Lake Taal. 
Investigators of the Bureau of Science re- 
port that with the first violent eruption 
the island appeared to sink five feet and 
the waters of the lake rising, swept the 
shores a mile inland. 

On the 30th ult. Aviator J. A.- D. 
McCurdy, in a Curtiss bi-plane, started on 
a flight from Key West to Havana. Every- 
thing went well until within about ten miles 
of Havana he ran out of lubricating oil 
and had to alight on the water and was 
taken into Havana on the destroyer Pauld- 
ing. He covered approximately eighty miles

I know that you are very busy, and have 
all you can well care for of matters which 
to you are of vital importance, but I must 
ask you to take time enough to read this 
communication.

should visit the smaller conferences during 
the time of their annual sessions. 


I am sure that every loyal minister and 
every devoted layman of the entire denom- 
ination are glad that, the Convention so 
voted, for 


First. It shows to what extent our general 
work has grown, and that while we are a 
small people, we are yet large enough and 
well enough organized to require the entire 
time of three ‘men,

A progressive Convention proves a growing 
Chureh and a growing Church requires a 
progressive Convention. As the Convention 
grows so grows the Church, and as the 
Church grows so grows the Convention. 
They grow together. That the Convention 
has grown, proves that the Church it repre- 
sents has grown, and that the Church has 
grown and makes a big and effective Con- 
vention through which it expresses itself a 
necessity. 

Second. It also shows an interest in the 
smaller conferences of the brotherhood. In- 
deed the Convention has never lacked interest 
in the smaller conferences, and at the meet- 
ings of the Executive Board, the Committee 
meetings during the sessions of the Conven- 
tion, and in open Convention the brotherhood 
has expressed a deep and abiding interest in 
the small and struggling conferences, and 
has again and again discussed means of 
serving them, all discussion upon the subject 
ending in the following conclusions: 


IT OUGHT TO BE DONE. 

WE WOULD, LIKE TO DO IT. 

WE WOULD LIKE TO DO IT NOW, 

AND WE WOULD, IF WE ONLY HAD 
THE MEANS. 


There has always been just one thing 
in the way, and that one thing is in the way 
yet, namely 

A LACK OF FUNDS 

The Convention, however, as you know,-at 
its last session undertook to do that which 
we have all along felt should be done, and 
in undertaking it has expressed confidence in 


YOU 
and faith in 
YOUR PEOPLE 


for if we succeed, it will be the result of 
co-operation, and if we fail, it will be from 
lack of it, and so the success or failure 
of the undertaking is in the hands of the 
ministers and churches. In other words, the 
work has been undertaken with the under- 
standing that every man—minister or layman 
—would stand in his place, and see that the 
undertaking did not fail. 


I am glad to report that many ministers 
and churches have responded most heartily, 
and many of them most liberally too, thus 
putting themselves in line for the forward 
movement. 

Up to this date, January 31, 286 offerings 
have been registered from churches, the sums 
ranging from seventy cents to twenty-one 
dollars and twenty-five cents. Quite a num- 
ber of ministers and laymén have promised 
to give five dollars to the work this year, 
some of whom have already remitted the 
amount. One brother living in Pennsylvania 
(a poor preacher) is paying a dollar a 
month, and yet the amount necessary to 


make the undertaking a success is not 
assured. 

May I ask you to note that seven hundred 
and seventy-seven churches have not yet 
taken the Convention Offering? 

AND MAY I ASK YOU 
TO ASK WHY ANY ONE 
OF THEM HAS NOT? 

Did they not have an opportunity? 

Were the plans of the Convention not made 
known to them? 

Were the plans not fully explained from 
the pulpit by the pastor? 

Were the congregations not urged to con- 
tribute? 

Were the baskets not passed that they 
who desired to give might have an oppor- 
tunity? 

Did the congregations refuse to respond 
to the appeal of the pastor? 

Did they disclaim loyalty to the Church 
or deny the right of the Convention to under- 
take the work? 

Did they question the advisability of 
undertaking the work as outlined by the 
Convention? 

Were they too poor to give anything at 
all to the cause of the Church? 

I am not suggesting these inquiries merely 
to be doing it, but because there is a great 
principle involved. If the Convention cannot 
depend upon the ministers and churches 
composing its membership to make effective 
its plans then its plans must fail and it has 
wrought in vain. For myself, I cannot for 
one minute believe that there is a minister 
or layman of the religious body known as 
Christian, that would take any comfort or 
feel that God had been glorified by any such 
results as that. 

But it may be that some ministers and 
churches will feel that even if they don’t 
co-operate others will, and thus the work 
will go on, and well they may, for I think 
we have men and societies that would give 
to the last dollar, rather than see the cause 
of their Lord and the plans of their Church 
fail; but is it quite fair to yourself and 
to others to allow them to bear burdens 
which you ought to share? Can you find 
any comfort in increasing their load which 
is already heavy and grievous to be borne? 
Can you afford to rob: your own heart of 
a blessing it ought to have? You know, 
if you have ever had the experience that 
the sweetest joy that comes to a human 
heart is the joy of giving.

congregation, many of whom are well-to-do 
farmers and capable mechanics, giving one 
dollar to the cause of the General Body of 
the Church to which they belong! Doesn't 
such a gift seem a little humiliating when 
looked at in its true. significance? Oh, 
there is a way to give, and a blessing in 
giving, but that is not the way, and that way 
will not bring the blessing either. Here is 
the way and here is the way of blessing. 
A shoemaker was asked to explain how 
he contrived to give so much. He replied 
that it was easily done by obeying the pre- 
cept. “Upon the first day in the week, lay 
by in store as the Lord has prospered you.” 
“TI earn,” said he, “one day with another, 
about a dollar a day, and I can, without 
inconvenience to myself or family, lay by 
five cents of this sum for. charitable 
purposes ; the amount you see is thirty cents 
a week. My wife takes in sewing and wash- 
ing, and earns about two dollars a week, 
and she lays by ten: cents of that amount. 
Each of my children earn a shilling or two 
fa week and are glad to give their pennies; 
so that, altogether, we lay by in store forty 
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cents a week. If we have been unusually 
prosperous we give more. This weekly 
amount is deposited every Sunday morning 
in a box prepared and kept for that purpose, 
and reserved for future use. Thus by these 
small earnings, we have learned that it is 
more blessed to give than to receive. The 
yearly amount saved in this way is about 
twenty-five dollars, which we distribute to 
the best of our ability, and God never fails 
to bestow upon us the blessings of His 
grace.” 

Now, brother, I have had my say, I have 
said it pointedly and in all candor, but I 
have said it in the spirit of kindness, and 
with the hope that you and yours might see 
the need of co-operating with the Convention, 
that you and yours might realize the 
obligation that you are under to the brother- 
hood of Christians, and that you might 
take an offering for the Convention and 
make it worthy of your own respect.

GOOD CHEER FROM NYASA LAND 


From an account which has just reached 
us, we learn that great blessing has attended 
the operations of the native training insti- 
tute, established nearly six years ago by Mr. 
J. A. Day, in connection with the Nyasa 
Industrial Mission. 

“Already the whole district—fifty miles 
across in each direction—is evangelized by 
these students, past or present. At least 
twenty-five of them are now permanently 
settled in as many separate villages, doing 
splendid work—each in his own school, and 
all alone—as Christian schoolmasters in the 
week, and evangelists on Sundays. The 
weekly scholars average 2,000 at least, while 
the audiences on Sunday exceed 5,000. 

“Better still,. the divine blessing is glor- 
iously visible, both in the sturdy godliness 
of these evangelist-teachers and in the re- 
markable results following their work. Over 
700 have enrolled themselves as members of 
the Inquirers’ Class, and are being regularly 
taught and shepherded as young believers. 

“Of the 700, a large number never heard 
of Christ until quite recently. Many are 
newcomers from the neighboring Portuguese 
territory, which is closed to Protestant mis- 
sions. It is among such, and in an amazing- 
ly short time, that an entirely new Christian 
community has been established.” 

Regarding a conference held a few weeks 
ago, Mr. Day writes: “It moved me very 
much, as I surveyed the great crowd ‘of 
nearly 700, all class members from the 
villages, and then recalled the time, six 
years ago, when we had not one Christian 
on the Cholo Station, no schools, and no 
institute. I thought of the vast influence 
for Christ which these 700 people can exert, 
and are exerting, on the population around, 
and my heart filled to overflowing. God 
has been good—how good I can never tell 
you—but to-day the whole district witnesses 
to His glorious power and unfailing love. 
I ean hardly trust myself to write—the 
whole scene comes before me so vividly. I 
am intensely moved, ‘and greatly humbled, 
as I realize how great is our God, and what 
marvelous things He hath done for us.” 

Regarding the baptism of the first convert 
in the Rhodesian field of the Mission, Mr. 
W. A. Phillips writes:—“It was a day of 
great joy to us, for the first of the Walamba 
—Sandawanga—was baptised. It was on 
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January 12, 1908, that he, along with eight 
others, responded to the words of God. A 
few months ago he asked to be baptised last 
Saturday. I had a long interview with 
him, and was rejoiced to find how he had 
grown in the knowledge of spiritual things. 
It is not a light thing for the first of a 
tribe to come out and make the definite 
stand that Sandawanga has made. 

“The service was held on the bank of the 
Kafulafuta River. Before entering the 
water, Sandawanga spoke, giving a splendid 
testimony. He reviewed his first life of 
sin and of the observances of his own peo- 
ple because the light had not come, then 
followed on with his conversion and manner 
of life since. He asked them not to be 
hard on him should he act inconsistently 
with his profession. All hearts were touch- 
ed.” “His testimony was one which God 
will richly bless,” writes Mr. Masters, “so 
frank with reference to his past sins, so 
sure of the saving grace bestowed, so con- 
scious of his weakness, and withal a spirit 
manifested for which we bless Him who 
made it possible.” 

“In the evening,’ continues Mr. Phillips, 
“we five missionaries, along with David (a 
native evangelist from Nyasaland) and 
Sandawanga, gathered around the Lord’s 
table, when Mr. Masters received the latter 
into fellowship, thus initiating the formation 
of the Church of Christ in the land of the 
Walamba. We had a joyful time, and 
praised God for permitting us to see the 
day.” 

This event was followed by the founding 
of a new station at Luntantwe’s, some 130 
miles distant from that begun by Mr. Phil- 
lips and Mr. Masters five years ago. The 


” 


former is again the pioneer, accompanied 
by Mr. Henry L. Wildey, faithful David, 
the’ Angoni Evangelist, and Sandawanga— 
the first of his tribe to accept and follow 
Christ. From the start the favor shown 
them has been wonderful. They arrived on 
August 13, to receive a splendid welcome 
from both Luntantwe, the Chief, and his 
people. “There is a good population close 
at hand, and plenty of young life,” writes 
Mr: Phillips. School was opened August 22 
—only nine days after arrival—and by 
September 12 there was an attendance of 
seventy boys, of whom forty are boarders. 
The Sunday services averaged one hundred. 
—The Christian, London.

The Roman Catholic Church is either 
Christian or it is not. It will not admit 
that it is not. It includes all the Chris- 
tianity in the world, or it does not. If it 
does, the Greek and non-Catholic Churches 
of the world are all of them, with all their 
Bibles and their charities and loyalty to 
Jesus Christ, outside the pale of Christian- 
ity and beyond the reach of saving grace. 
If it does not include all there is of Chris- 
tianity in the world, it is not Catholic, it 
is not supreme, is not the only Church, has 
no monopoly of grace, and one leaving it 
for another communion does not change his 
religion, but only his ecclesiastical affiliation.

Six mission study classes have been com- 
pleted by the First Presbyterian Endeavor- 
ers, Hannibal, Mo., writes Mrs. W. W. Nev- 
ins. This society gives each year $150 to 
help support a missionary teacher in a girls’

The 
first part was devoted to living missionaries. 
At the close of this section the leader took 
the members into a dimly lighted room—the 
missionary cemetery—where white cardboard

Jezreel is one of the royal residences about 
twenty miles northeast of Samaria. The 
wilderness beyond Beersheba is forty miles 
southwest of Jerusalem, and one hundred 
miles from Jezreel. 


Horeb is one of the mountains of Sinai 
and is made notable as the place where God 
spoke to Moses in a flame out of the midst 
of the burning bush, at which time He re- 
vealed Himself as Jehovah, the God of the 
spiritual life and power and personality, 
while hitherto He was known to Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob as El Shaddai, the God of 
power. 

The rulers of this time were Ahab and 
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Jezebel in the northern kingdom, and 
Jehoshaphat in Judah, which was prosperous, 
while the famine was rife in the northern 
kingdom. 


Lesson Comment 

I. The Discouraged Prophet. 

lz How he had slain all the prophets. 
The prophets of Baal at Carmel. This en- 
raged the queen and caused her scornfully 
to ignore her husband and to send a messenger 
to Elijah to tell him that as he had slain 
the prophets so should he be slain by the 
next day. Doubtless she felt confident that 
he could not escape and wished to prolong 
his suffering through the foreboding of his 
death, or, as some commentators think, she 
feared the power of the prophet and took 
this means of frightening him away from 
her kingdom to destroy his influence. 

2. As the life of one of them. As the 
prophets of Baal were slain so should Elijah 
be — slain. The victory, resulting from 
Elijah’s prayer, and the confession of the 
people that Jehovah, He is God; the coming 
of refreshing rain to make the land and the 
people rejoice in new life had not made the 
profound impression upon the mind of the 
wicked heathen queen that they had upon 
the people and the king.

The Catholics of America are spending these 
millions every year because they are impress- 
ed with the vital need of moral and relig- 
ious instruction; because they believe that 
the soul of the child should le trained as 
well as his mind and hand; because they 
feel and know that it does not profit a man 
much to have knowledge if he have not also 


an enlightened conscience to guide him in 
using that knowledge aright. 
In the public schools to-day. because of 


the difference in creed of the pupils, relig- 
ious instruction cannot be given. It would 
be manifestly unfair to attempt to give it. 
No one denomination has a right to force 
its tenets on all the children, and for the 
State to try to found or arrange a religion of 
milk and water mixture that 
would be palatable to all, would be to open 
the way to all sorts of evils, 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


So we have a secularized school, as the 
only way out of the difficulty. And those 
who, like the Catholics, wish their children 
to receive religious instruction and moral in- 
struction based on’ religion every day in 
school must send their children elsewhere, 
must establish and maintain schools of their 
own. 

T assert, as a Catholic layman, that at the 
bottom of this Catholic school movement 
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there is no hostility to the public schools. 
We Catholics are proud of the public schools 
in so far as they train so well in secular 
studies the youth of our land, but to us 
secular training is not enough. We think 
children should have moral training in the 
schools, and that this moral training should 
have its roots in religion. We believe that 
religion alone can furnish a motive strong 
enough to make and keep men moral. 

Now, here is the solution of the problem, 
in the opinion of a great many Catholic peo- 
ple: Let the public schools continue as they 
are for those who wish them to be absolutely 
secular; let the state or community recog- 
nize the work of education done for the 
State’s benefit by any church that wishes to 
erect a school of its own, where religious as 
well as secular education may be given. 

Catholics would not deny to other denomi- 
nations what they ask for themselves. Every 
denomination would be free to maintain its 
own form of religious and moral educat’on. 
and if the school came up to the required 
standard in secular subjects it would receive 
recognition and compensation accordingly. 

You say Christian denominations should be 
broad enough and liberal enough to get to- 
gether on this matter and agree on some doc- 
trine common to all, which may be taught all 
the children in the public schools. Well. 
when you have got the 200 or more varieties 
of Protestantism to agree on this body of 
doctrine, and then the Jews and then the 
Atheists and the Secularists, it will be time 
for the Catholics to question themselves as 
to the wisdom and utility of the plan pro- 
posed. 


Recognizing, as fully as we may, the de- 
veloping tendency toward a higher morality 
in the Roman Catlrolic Church, and the con- 
sequent desire to foster the moral idea with 
the child, Protestantism, for the most part, 
will respond to at least the first part of the 
reply made Dr. Gifford.

In every form 
of government you will find some form of 
religion. It may be high, it may be low, but 
it will be there, in some form. 

I question whether any church is compet- 
ent to take the place of the State schools 
in making citizens. The people who put $236,- 
000,000 into church schools do so for the 
church, not for the State. I question, too, 
whether the state wants to pay for that kind 
of school. The reason why the Roman Cath- 
olie Chureh has its church schools is because 
the public schools form an open door out of 
the church. It is almost impossible to hold 
the children in the church when once they go 
to the public school. 

The public school is the stomach of the 
hody politic. If nervousness crops out there, 
you will have a nervous breakdown in that 
nation. .The statesmen who founded this re- 
publie had a realizing sense of God. The na- 
tion should see to it that the children have a 
realizing sense of God. Something must be 
done to arouse and keep aroused the latent 
religious idea of God that is in every boy 
and girl. That should be done in the State 
schools. 

Let us teach morals as we teach Latin, as 
we teach mathematics, as we teach typewrit- 
ing, in such a manner that the children may 
know their moral duty, their religious duty, 
instinctively, automatically. Let it be cut 
deep into them. I am sure that wise men 
ean get their heads together and formulate 
a system of morals that will be acceptable 
to all, to members of every religious denomi- 
nation that has the interests of the State at 
heart. 

“It belongs to the State to teach religion 
and morals in the public: schools, or that 
State will pass from the earth. 
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SUNDAY-SCHOOL COUNCIL OF EVAN- 
GELICAL DENOMINATIONS MEETS 


The first annual meeting of the Sunday- 
school Council of Evangelical Denomina- 
tions was held at Nashville, Wednesday and 
Thursday, January 25 and 26. There were 
present fifty-eight editors, publishers, and 
Sunday-school secretaries, representing nine- 
teen evangelical denominations. 

Strong papers and addresses were present- 


ed, emphasizing the vital importance of 
religious training and the relation of 
such training to the larger’ interests 


and welfare of the nation. The Rev. Alex- 
ander Henry, D. D., Secretary of the 
Presbyterian Board of Publication and Sab- 
bath-school Work, Philadelphia, in an able 
and illuminating paper, presented the rela- 
tion of Sunday-school work to the foreign 
and immigrant population of America, point- 
ing out the exceptional opportunity which 
this field affords to Sunday-school workers. 
The Rev. J. M. Duncan, D. D., of the 
Presbyterian Church of Canada, spoke on 
the “Sunday-school in Its Relation to Citizen- 
ship.” The new ‘evangelism of religious 
education was outlined by the Rev. David 
G. Downey, D. D., of Chicago, Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Board of Sunday-schoois 


for the Methodist Episcopal Chureh, his 
topic being “The Sunday-school as an 
Evangelistic Force.” This new interpreta- 
tion of evangelism according to which the 


church is to more carefully guard and pro- 
tect the child against the influences which 
tend to stifle and thwart his normal relig- 
ions development, was received with en- 
thusiasm. Another topic which proved of 
absorbing interest to the Council was that 
of the “Correlation of the Home and the 
Sunday-school,” as presented by Professor 
Edward P. St. John, of the Hartford School 
of Religious Pedagogy. Professor St. John 
is one of the contributing editors of the 
Congregational Sunday-school and Publish- 
ing Society, and a man profoundly interested 


in the subject of religious training in the 
home. His paper, together with excerpts 
from the other papers presented, will be 


published in the various monthly magazines 
for Sunday-school teachers, thus bringing 
the messages of the addresses to practically 
the entire Sunday-school constituency of the 
Protestant churches of America. The “Rela- 


tion of the Denominational Colleges and 
Seminaries to Teacher-Training Needs” was 
presented by the Rev. H. T. Musselman, 
D. D.. of the Baptist Publication Society, 


Philadelphia, and R. P. Shepherd, of Saint 
Louis, representing the Sunday-school work 
of the Disciples of Christ. The topic was 
taken under further consideration by the 
Educational Section of the Council, and 
strong resolutions were adopted urging the 
establishment of lecture courses and pro- 
fessorships in religious education in denom- 
inational and other higher institutions of 
learning. The resolutions further recom- 
mended the establishment of courses of 
instruction for Sunday-school superinitend- 
ents and teachers in theological seminaries. 
The various Sunday-school Boards represent- 
ed in the Council pledged their hearty and 
active co-operation in the work of the 
establishment of such courses and ~»rofessor- 
ships. Committees were appointed to confer 
with the representatives of the International 
Sunday-school Association touching. the mat- 
ter of Sunday-school nomenclature and the 
plans being made for the Sunday-school ex- 
hibit in connection with the International 
Sunday-school Convention at San Francisco 
in June. 

The Extension Section of the Council! 
presented a report giving valuable statistical 
data on Sunday-school enrollment and _at- 
tendance in the United States. The Editorial 
and Publication Sections of the Council took 
steps toward closer affiliation and co-opera- 
tion in their work. Among the other items 
of important business transacted were the 
preparation of a reading course for adult 
Bible classes and the adoption of standards 
of excellence for Sunday-school work in the 
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local church and a standard of service for’ 


organized adult classes. 

The Sunday-school Council of Evangelical 
Denominations met. for preliminary organ- 
ization in Philadelphia, June 30 to July 1, 
1910. The organization was completed in 
Philadelphia, October 27, 28, 1910. The 
officers of the Council for the ensuing year 
are: President, A. J. Rowland, D. D., 1701 
Chestnut Street, Philadelphia; Vice-Presi- 
dent, J. M. Duncan, D. D., 60 Bond Street, 
Toronto; Secretary, Henry H. Meyer, D. D., 
150 Fifth Avenue, New York; Treasurer, Mr. 
D. M. Smith, Nashville, Tenn. 

The work of the Council is done in four 
separate sections: Editorial, Educational, 
Extension, and Publication. Sach section 
elects its own officers, but plans of work 
proposed and action taken by any one section 
is subject to approval and revision by the 
Council as a whole. The new organization 
thus gives promise of becoming one of the 
most important factors in shaping the future

the University, the Trinity Methodist Episco- 
pal church, the University Place Christian 
church, the Presbyterian Guild, the Congre- 
gational church and the Presbyterian church 
of Urbana have each from three to five repre- 
sentatives on the executive committee and 
are co-operating in the united mission study 
movement.

The objects of the United Mission 
Movement are:

2. To enroll those who have been interest- 
ed in study classes. 

3. To give impetus to special missionary 
funds. P

far as completed. There will be other lec- 
tures but thesé are counted upon: 

October 23—Missions and civilization, Pres- 
ident James. Showing the part the mis- 
sionary has played in the civilization and 
development of the world in general. 

October 20—The world-wide problem of 
education. Dean Greene. Showing that the 
world’s illiterate are in non-Christian lands. 
The education problem involves meeting this 
need. 

November 6—The medical profession in 
foreign lands, Dr. Ward. Showing the tre- 
mendous need of medical knowledge and skill 
in mission lands. The problem of sanitation 
and health untouched. 

November 20—“Engireering Possibilities in 
Undeveloped Fields.’ Dean Goss. Unhar- 
nessed power, unbridged rivers, unsanitary 
cities, the lack of railways, furnish a great 
chance for the Christian engineer to help ad- 
vance Civilization. 

December 4—‘Agriculture Fundamental to 
Civilization,” Dean Davenport. Showing that 
the development of a nation’s agricultural re- 
sources is the first step in their civilization. 

January 15—“The Practical Enterprise of 
Christian Civilization,’ Robert E. Speer. 
Showing why the missionary enterprise may 
justly make demands upon all men for their 
study, for their service and for an active, 
enthusiastic support of such movements.

TARBELL’S TEACHERS’ GUIDE 


There are many commentaries on the les- 
sons for 1911 and all of them have some good 
features. Tarbell’s covers the ground in a 
very helpful way. There are about thirty 
pages of introductory matter that is invalu- 
able to a_ teacher. The treatment of the 
lesson is such as to help him who goes care- 
fully through it into possession of knowledge 
that should enable him to present the subject 


in both an interesting and instructive man- 
ner. 


First we have Words and Phrases Erplain- 
ed, then follows Suggestive Facts From Help- 
ful Writers and these are usually taken from 
the writings of men with world-wide reputa- 


tion. Next in order is Light From Oriental 
Life. Following this is given the Historical 


Background. The Bible facts of the lesson 
become more readily understood and much 
clenrer to one when he has some knowledge 
of the historic conditions under which they 
were written. As this book is large the his- 
toric matter is not skimped or fragmentary, 
but sufficiently full to give a good understand- 
ing of the situation. Next in order is the 
Geographical Background which is a helpful 
feature. Then follow Suggestions for Teach- 
ers of Little Folks and these are such as will 
give 4 teacher a start and help her unfold 
the lesson in an interesting way to the young. 
Next we have Suggestions for Beginning the 
Lesson for younger pupils and for older pu- 
pils. Then Lesson Topics and Illustrations. 
Under this head the lesson is usually anal- 
yzed under three or more divisions. Then 
come those Sentence Sermons so full of inter- 
est, followed by the lesson’s meaning for us. 
Then we have the lesson briefly told. This 
will enable the teacher to hold the essential 
points of the lesson in mind. The last two 
divisions are Subject for Bible Class Discus- 
sion and Work to be Assigned for the Neat 
Lesson. Every one of these features is help- 
ful and in some of them there are many ex- 
cellent suggestions. The book contains 484 
pages and is published by Fleming H. Revell 
Company, New York, Chicago and Toronto. 
The book is fully up to any of its predeces- 
sors and in some respects it excels them. 
The maps and illustrations are fine and the 
print and paper are good. Those who want 
extra help in the study of the lessons for 1911 
will find the guide able to meet their need.

JUST A WORD 


We are constrained to call the attention of 
our brethren who write for the field news to 
the fact that there must be no unpleasant 
personalities in the field news. Twice late- 
ly things have been said of this nature which 
have grieved brethren and called out replies, 
which we felt constrained to withhold from 
these columns. Of course this displeased the

point is well made. In each case the items 
which offended seemed to the editor so in- 
direct and as having no serious import, that 
we let it pass.

The first of the items named above was 
almost purely individual, and so need not 
be mentioned, but the last is between a min- 
ister and a church. The Secretary of the 
church thinks the statement made was 
wrong, and asks to be heard. The item per- 
tained to the newly organized church in the 
city of Des Moines, Iowa. Rev. E. E. Ben- 
nett made the statement to which objection 
is made. Brother Lucas, the Secretary of 
the new church, wishes to say that Brother 
Bennett’s view is a mistaken one—that the 
new church was organized because the ma- 
jority could not rule in the church from 
which they came out, and the step taken was 
a necessity, or those forming the new church 
would have been forced to go into another 
denomination, and this they were not will- 
ing to do. We give this much of the side 
of the newly organized church as a necessity, 
since we allowed the other statement to go 
in, but this ends the matter so far as the 
Herald is concerned, as both sides have had 
one hearing each. Local differences should 
not be piled upon the whole brotherhood. 

Now, brethren, we beg you not to inject 
local difficulties into matter for the Herald 
columns, and if you do, be sure the editor 
will cut it out in so far as he can detect its 
presence. We apologize for the two in- 
stances of inadvertance which have grieved 
brethren. Local difficulties must be settled 
locally without disturbing the entire broth- 
erhood.—Editor.

The spiritual status need- 
ed to be advanced and the church house re- 
built. The first year we were able to have 
an excellent revival and ten additions to the 
church, and began the work of rebuilding; 
this year we have completed the work of 
rebuilding and rededicated the house Novem- 
ber 20th, Rev. J. F. Burnett officiating. New 
Year’s eve we began our revival. Rev. John

Bleven of these were heads 
of families, and there were children, young 
men and young women and one excellent lady 
almost three score and ten years old included 
in this number. The society is in good con- 
dition, and the good results in the last year 
and a half are due to the earnest and united 
effort of the people. I feel very grateful to 
the society for its co-operation in all our 
undertakings along the line of Christian 
work. We have recently secured eight new 
subscribers to the HrraLp or GosPEL LIBERTY 
and in the meantime contributed about $62.00 
to Jireh College in Wyoming. I have one 
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special criticism to offer: There are not 
enougu of our families taking the HERALD oF 
GosPEL LiBerty, which is so essential to our 
best good. Dr. Barrett is giving us such a 
valuable religious: journal—we do the paper 
and editor an injustice by not reading it, 
as well as ourselves, I trust we shall all be 
found doing our very best for the cause of 
the Master.—C. B. SMALL. 


Huntington—We have just closed a series 
of evangelistic meetings with fifty-two ad- 
ditions to the church and three who accepted 
the Savior, but have not yet united with 
any church. Rev. W. P. Minton assisted the 
greater part of the time. He preached and 
led the song services. He did a splendid 
work and the whole church appreciated the 
work he did for us very much. He has 
splendid evangelistic strength. We begin a 
series of union evangelistic services the 5th, 
conducted by the pastors of the eight 
churches uniting.

The Missionary Society is using 
“Western Women in Eastern Lands” as their 
study-book this year. Since October first 
we have been using the Duplex envelopes. 
All the church officials are pleased with 
them. We did not make our missionary or 
benevolence canvass until December, but 
there is no doubt but that in due time we 
will find that it is by far the best system 
yet employed. We have a county Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement and we are trying to 
bring the churches of this county to a better 
standard of missionary intelligence and giv- 
ing. Beginning January first the churches 
of the city inaugurated a “Church-going 
Campaign” for January and February. 
Large placards are placed throughout the 
city calling attention to the public asking 
them to find a church home, attend your 
own church, all the family together, every- 
body go to church, if a stranger make 
yourself known. The congregations of the 
city have been constantly increasing during 
the campaign. We had ten days of cottage 
prayer-meetings preceding the special serv- 
ices in our church, with three or four each 
evening in various parts of the city. Every 
church in Indiana should make a_ large 
February offering for the State Extension 
work in our cities. All the benevolent offer- 
ings of our church for February go for that 
purpose. Our church and Sunday-school 
used the “Giving Christmas” idea again this 
year. It is so much better than the old way 
and it impresses the outside world with the 
real Christmas idea and with a little in- 
ventive genius a great: variety of programs 
may be given with happy results—WaARREN

Winchester, Jan. 16—Three years ago last 
September we began work with the church 
here, preaching for them once a month for 
a free-will offering. The outlook was not 
very encouraging, but we buckled the armor 
a little more tightly, did quite a good deal 
of knee service, and pressed brick and con- 
crete, wearing out some shoe soles, enduring 
some heart-aches and other aches, working 
for four weeks and preaching every night, 
till at last God hooked on and pulled us 
out. Result the first year, 237 calls made 
in 115 different homes, forty persons added 
to the church, seventy services held.

The second year we increased our preaching 
service from once a month to twice a month 
and fifth Sunday, and started the year in 
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revival spirit which continued with unabated 
interest throughout the year. Results second 
year, 350 visits and calls in 125 different 
homes, 112 services held, $280 paid the 
preacher, all the collections taken, thirty- 
six persons received into the church, four, 
baptised, all departments of the church work- 
ing in perfect harmony and outlook very 
encouraging. Third year we had same 
preaching service as in the second, began 
the year in the spirit of revival which con- 
tinued throughout. Results third year, 304 
calls in seventy-nine homes, 107 services held, 
$300 paid the preacher, all the collections 
taken, twenty-four persons added to the 
church, sixteen baptised and every depart- 
ment of the church working perfectly and 
all ready for a step in advance of every- 
thing yet undertaken, namely full-time 
preaching and a full-paid preacher. We are 
now in our second quarter of the fourth 
year and are having preaching services every 
Sunday. We think we have the best working, 
and most spiritual, church in Indiana. At 
our first quarterly business meeting, Dec. 
7, 1910, reports were made to the church as 
follows: The secretaries of the Sunday- 
school, Young People’s Society Christian 
Endeavor, Junior Christian Endeavor and 
Ladies’ Aid Society, the clerk of the church, 
treasurer of the church and the pastor. 
The reports brought out many items of inter- 
est to the members and showed that our 
finances were in splendid condition, there 
being a balance in every department treas- 
ury, and but thirty-four dollars and six cents 
indebtedness.

COTTON SEED MEAL; FEED FOR 
HORSES 
By Dr. A. M. Soule 


meal be fed 


Can cotton seed 
horses and mules? This is a query frequently 
propounded. In‘ view of the advancing price of 
mill stuffs, it is not surprising that much interest 
should be expressed by Southern farmers in this 
topic, and indeed it-is a most important one to 
consider, for if they can utilize it for balancing up 
a ration of corn, it will afford one of the cheapest 
and satisfactory combinations of concentrates 
which can be used for the maintenance of this 
class of stock. 

An affirmative answer to the question can be 
given, for cotton seed meal has been used as an 
adjunct to the ration of horses and mules on some 
plantations with great success, and has been fed 
at a number of agricultural colleges and experi- 
ment stations with a most gratifying result. In 
the nutrition of horses and mules a_ sufficient 
amount of protein must be fed to supply the needs 
of the body, consisting largely of muscles. The 
muscles are chiefly supported and maintained in 
perfect condition through an adequate supply of 
this element. In its absence the horse will work 
at a disadvantage and undergo a_ bodily. strain 
which is unnecessary and undesirable since it 
will certainly reduce the ability and usefulness 
of the animal and tend to bring on various 
disenses. Nature has made it encumbent on man 
to supply protein to the horse and mule. It 
is certainly remarkab'e, therefore. that the cotton 
seed menl protuced in the south and celebrated 
the world over for fts richness in this element 
should not be utilizel for this purpose on every 
southern farm. Yet this is the situation at the 
present, thousands of tons of it being sent abroad 
while we continue to feed corn as the exclusive 
concentrate to the great majority of our horses 


with safety to 


and mules. 
It is more important than ever that the value 
and desirability of using cotton seel meal be 


anpreciated by every one who cultivates the land, 


for we are just: now beginning to find out that 
through proper methods of cultivation and fer- 
tilization the South is destined to become the 
greot corn-producing section. 

There are many people who claim that cotton 
seel menl cannot be fel successfully to horses 
and mules for the simple reason that they will 
not eat it. In this they are mistaken. If they 
will take a little green feed and chop it up 
and sprinkle the meal over it and mix the 
grain with it, the animals will quickly learn 
to eat it and relish it. Most of us can remember 
when some vegetable was unpalatable. Many 
think cotton seed oil objectionable as a_ salad 
dressing until they try it. Once they learn to 
appreciate the flavor, however, they become very 


fond of it. A little care and skill exercised on 
the part of those feeding cotton seed meal for 
the first time to horses and mules wil! enable 
them to teach their animals to thorouchly enjoy 
it. Patience and intelligence in dealings with 
live-stock is as much of a virtue as in dealing 


with human beings.

Under the banner of the truth give your- 
selves up to the meek and humble spirit of 
the holy Jesus. Seek for the hidden life in 
Christ, which He will give you if you will 
pay the price.

REV. DAVID ELIAS MORGAN 


Rey. David Elias Morgan was born in Oneida 
County, New York, April 4, 1831. In early life, 
with his parents, he came to Gomer, Allen County, 
Ohio. On reaching manhood he chose for his 
life’s work the carpenter's trade, and located in 
Bodkins, Shelby County, Ohio. September 13, 
1853, he was united in marriage to Lavina J. Eth- 
erton, and to them was born three children, Mercy 
Jane (deceased), Mrs. Emma Rassmussen, of Staf- 
ford, Kansas, and Frank E. Morgan, of Cleveland, 
Ohio. After the death of his first wife he was 
again married, June 28, 1860, to Elizabeth Dress- 
bach and to this union were born three childrea, 
Mrs. Clara A, Varner, of Wapakoneta, Ohio; Jen- 
nie Alice and Oscar E., the last two named pre- 
ceded the father to the spirit land. He was in a 
few years called to bid the earthly farewell to his 
second wife and on June 16, 1868, he was married 
to Sarah A. Cook and to them were born three 
children, Mrs. Edna V. Nelson and Cass O., of 
Turon, Kansas, and Carrie M., who lived with her 
parents.
